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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that since the Weick reference 
does not disclose stacking such that one container is stacked directly atop a second container, it would not have been obvious to utilize , 
the rib configuration of Weick in the apparatus of Mussi. However, the Mussi and Land references already disclose stacking, and, 
accordingly, Weick is not relied on for teachings regarding direct stacking of bottles. Weick is simply relied on for teachings regarding rib 
configuration. It would have been obvious to alter the ribs disclosed by Land so that they are similar to the ribs of Weick. Weick teaches 
that his rib design encourages strength and resilience. This would motivate one to use Weick's rib arrangement whether the bottles are 
directly stacked or stacked in packaged case form. 

Applicant additionally states that Weick is not analogous art. It is still contended that Weick is analogous art because it is directed to the 
design of a plastic bottle. The roller bottle of the instant invention and the apparatus of Weick are similar in that both pertain to hand held 
bottles that comprise a screw cap. It is understood that this is a sufficiently narrow definition of a field of endeavor. 
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
